Provided that the upper age-limit prescribed for direct 
recruitment may be relaxed in the case of candidates belong- 
ing to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other 
special categories in accordance with the orders issued by 
tno Central Government from time to time. 

5. Disqualification.- — No person, 

(n) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or con- 
tracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the above posts. 

Provided that Ihc Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such a marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the mar- 
riage and that there are other grounds for so doing exempt 
any person from operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax t Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in con- 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to unv class 
or category of person*.

G.S.R. 816. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President here- 
by makes the following rules to amend the Railway Board 
Secretariat Service Rules, 1969, namely : — 

Short Title and Commencement t 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Railway Board Secre- 

tariat Service (Amendment) Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on 
11th day of October, 1969. 

Amendment of rale 9 : 

2, Tn the Railway Board Secretariat Service Rules, 1969, in 
rule 9, to sub-rule (6), the following proviso shall be added, 
namely : — 

“Provided that for a period of five years from the 
appointed day, no appointment shall be made under 
clause (iii) and the proportion of substantive vacan- 
cies for persons referred to under clause (ii) shall 
thus be 50 per cent." 


Explanatory Memorandum 

The Railway Board Secretariat Service Rules, 1969 were 
drawn up on the lines of the Central Secretariat Service 
Rules, 1962, as amended from time to time and notified 
under G.S.R. 2374 dated 11th October, 1969. 

Under the aforesaid rules, the recruitment to Substantive 
vacancies of Assistants Grade is required to be made as 
under : — 

( 1 ) 50 per cent by nomination by the Ministry of Home 
Affairs on the results of the examination conducted 
by the U.P.S C. 
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(ii) 25% by promotion of Upper Division Clerks of 
Railway Board’s Office. 


(iii) 25% by recruitment from Railways. 

However, with a view to confirm a large number of de- 
partmental candidates who have already put in a number 
of years of service in the Assistants’ Grade, it has been 
decided to enhance the quota for promotion from 25 % to 
50% by non-operating the quota for recruitment from the 
Zonal Railways. It is also intended to implement this de- 
cision with i ctrospectlve offect from Uth October, 1969. 

It is further stated that the interests of no one would be 
prejudice! I y affected by reason of the decision to give retro- 
spective effect fiom 11-10-1969 to the Railway Boaid Se- 
cretariat Service (Amendment) Rules, 1973.

1966, the Sche- 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribes Order (Amendment) Act, 
1956, the Constitution (Jariimu and Kashmir) Scheduled 
Castes Order, 1956, the Constitution (Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1959, the Constitution 
(Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Castes Order, 1962, the 
Constitution (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Tribes Order, 
1962, the Constitution (Pondicherry) Scheduled Castes Order, 
1964, the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Uttar Pradesh) 
Order, 1967 the Constitution (Goa, Daman and Diu) Sche- 
duled Castes Order, 1968 the Constitution (Goa, Daman and 
Diu) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1968, and the Constitution 
(Nagaland) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1970. 

3. The examination will be conducted by the Institute of 
Secretariat Training and Management in the manner pres- 
cribed in the Appendix to these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Institute, 

4. Any permanent or regularly appointed temporary officer 
of the Lower Division Grade of the Railway Board Secre- 
tariat Clerical Service, who on the 1st January, 1973 satis- 
fies the following conditions, shall be eligible to appear at 
the examination: — 

(1) Length of Service: — He should have rendered a conti- 
nuous service of not less than 5 years in the Lower Division 
Grade of the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service, 

Provided that a candidate who has not rendered a conti- 
nuous service of five years in the Lower Division Grade of 
the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service on the 1st 
January, 1973 but has rendered a continuous service of five 
years in the Lower Division Grade of the Service on the 1st 
July, 1973, will be eligible for admission to this examination 
as a special case. This relaxation would be admissible for 
the examination to be held in 1973 only. 

NOTE: 1 — The limit of five years of approved and conti- 
nuous service will also apply if the total reckon- 
uble service of a candidate is partly as a Lower 
Division Clerk and partly as Upper Division 
Clerk in the Railway Board Secietariat Clerical 
Service. 

NOTH: 2 — Any permanent or re^ulaily appointed tempo- 
rary Lower Division Clerk of the Railway Board 
Secretariat Clerical Service who joined the Arm- 
ed Forces duiing the period of operation of the 
reclamation of Emergency issued on 26th Octo- 
cr, 1962, namely, 26th October, 1962 to 9th 
January 1968 would on reversion from the Aimed 
Forces bo allowed to count the period of his 
service (including the period of training, if any) 
in the Armed Forces towards the prescribed mini- 
mum service. 

NOTE: 3 — Lower Division Clerks who arc on deputation to 
ex-cadre posts with the approval of the compe- 
tent authority will be eligible to be admitted to 
the examination, if otherwise eligible. This, 
however, does not apply to Lower Division Clerk, 
who has been appointed to an ex-cadre post or 
to another, Service ou ‘transfer’ and does not 
have a lien in the Lower Division Grade of the 
Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service. 

(2) Age. — (a) He should not be more than 45 yeais ot age 
on 1st January, 1973, i.e., he must not have been bom cur- 
lier than 2nd January, 1928. 

(b) The age limit pieseiibed above will be relaxable in the 
case of a permanent or legukuly appointed temporary officer 
of the Lower Division Grade of the Railway Board Secre- 
tariat Clerical Service who joined the Aimed Forces during 
the period of operation of the Proclamation of Emergency 


issued on 26th October, 1962, namely 26th October, 1962 
to 9th January, 1968, and who has reverted therefrom to the 
extent of the period of his service (Including the period of 
liaining, if any) in the Armed Forces. 

(c) The age limit prescribed above will be further relax- 
able : — 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate belongs 

to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe. 

(ii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 

bona fide displaced person from Bangladesh (former- 
ly known as East Pakistan) and has migrated to 
India on or after 1st January, 1964 but before 25th 
March, 1971. 

(iii) up to a maximum of eight years if n candidate be- 

longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bonafidc displaced person from Bangla- 
desh (formerly known as East Pakistan) and has 
migrated to Tndm on or after 1st January, 1964, but 
before 25th March, 1971. 

(iv) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate is a 

resident of the Union Territory of Pondicherry and 
has leceived education through the medium of 
French at some stage. 

(v) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 

bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Sri Lanka 
(formerly known as Ceylon) and has migrated to 
India on or after 1st November, 1964, under the 
Indo-Ceylon Agreement of October 1964; 

(vi) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 

longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Schedlcd Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian Origin 
lrom Sn Lanka (formerly known as Ceylon) and 
in! m *srated to India on or after 1st November, 
’^ e Indo-Ceylon Agreement of Octo- 
ber, 1964; 

(vii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is of 

Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, Uganda 
and the United Republic of Tanzania (formerly 
Tanganyika and Zanzibar); 

(viii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma and 
has migrated to India on or after 1st June, 1963; 

(ix) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 

longs to a Sechcdulcd Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian Origin 
from Burma and has migrated to India on or after 
1st June, 1963; 

(x) up to a maximum of three years in the case of De- 

fence Service personnel disabled in operations dur- 
ing hostilities with any foreign country or in a dis- 
turbed area and released as a consequence thereof ; 
and 


(xi) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of De- 
fence Services personnel, disabled in operations dur- 
ing hostilities with any foreign country or in a dis- 
turbed urea, and released as a consequence thereof, 
who belong to the Scheduled Caste or the Scheduled 
Tribes. 


SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMIT PRES-

(3) Type writing test.— Unless exempted from passing the 
Monthly /Quarterly Typewriting Test held by Union Public 
Service Commission /Secretariat Training School /Institute of 
Secretariat Training and Management for the purpose of con- 
firmation, in the Lower Division Grade, he should have pass- 
ed this test on or before the date of notification of this 
examination. 
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5. The decision of the Institute as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be Anal. 

6. No candidate will be admitted to the examination un- 
less he holds a certificate of admission from the Institute. 

7. A candidate who is, or has been declared by the Insti- 
tute guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabricated docu- 
ment or documents which have been tampered with or of 
making statements which arc incorrect or false or of suppress- 
ing material information or othci-wise resorting to any other 
irregular or improper means for obtaining admission to the 
examination, or of using or attempting to use unfair means 
In the examination hall or of misbehaviour in the examination 
hall, may in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal 
prosecution, — - 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period 

by the Institute from admission to any examina- 
tion or appearance at any interview held by the 
Institute for selection of candidates: and 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate 

rules. 

8. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his candidature by any means may bo held by the 
Institute to be a conduct which would disqualify him for ad- 
mission to the examination. 

9. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in para 5(i) of 
the Institute’s Notice. 

10. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the Institute in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate and in that 
order so many candidates as are found by the Institute to 
be qualified by the examination shall be recommended for 
inclusion in the Select List for the Upper Division Orade up 
to the required number. 

Provided that the candidates, belonging to any of the 
Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes, may, to the extent 
the number of vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of the 
general standard, be recommended by the Institute by a relax- 
ed standard to make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, 
subject to the fitness of these candidates, for inclusion in the 
Select List for the Upper Division Grade, irrespective of 
their ranks in the order of merit at the examination. 

NOTE— -Candidates should clearly understand that this Is 
a competitive and not a qualifying examination. The num- 
ber of persons to be included in the Select List for the 
Upper Division Grade on the results of the examination is 
entirely within the competence of Government to decide. No 
candidate will, therefore, havo any claim for inclusion in the 
Select List on the basis of his performance in this examina- 
tion, as a matter of right. 

11. The form and manner of communication of the re- 
mit of the examination to individual candidates shall be de- 
cided by the Institute in its descretion and the Institute will 
not enter into correspondence with them regarding the re- 
sult. 

12. Success in the examination confers no right to selection 
unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry as may 
be considered necessary, that (he candidate is eligiblo and 
suitable in all respects for selection. 

13. A candidate, who after applying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing at It, resigns his appointment 
in the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service, or other- 
wise quits the Service or severs his connection with it, or 
whose services are terminated by his Department or who is 
appointed to an ex-cadre post or to another service on ‘trans- 
fer’ and does not have a lien in the Lower Division Grade 
will not he eligible for appointment on the results oi this 
examination. 


This, however, does not apply to a Lower Division Clerk 
who has been appointed on deputation to an ex-cadre post 
with the approval of the competent authority.

4. Candidates arc allowed the option to answer the papers 
in English or in Hindi (Devanagari) subject to the condition 
that at least one of the papers, viz. (1) Essay and Precis 
Writing, or (iil Noting and Drafting and Ofllco Procedure, 
or (iii) General Knowledge must bo answered in English. 

NOTE 1 — The option will be for u complete paper and 
not for different questions in the same paper. 

NOTE 2 — Candidates desirous of exercising the option to 
answer the aforesaid papers in Hindi (Devanagari) or English 
should indicate their intention to do so clearly in column 5 
of the application form; otherwise, it would be presumed 
that they would answer the papers in English. 

NOTE 3 — The option once exercised shall be treated as 
final and no request for alteration in column 5 of the applica- 
tion form shall be entertained. 

NOTE 4 — Question papers will be supplied both in Hindi 
and English, 

5. Candidates must write tho papers in their own hand. 
In no circumstances will they be ullow'ed the help of a scribe 
to wiito the answers for them. 

6. The Institute have discretion to fix qualifying marks In 
any or all of the subjects at the examination. 

7. Marks will not be allotted for mere superficial know- 
ledge. 

8. Deduction up to 5 per cent of the maximum marks fn 
the written subjects will be made for illegible handwriting. 
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9. Credit will be given for orderly, effective and exact 
expression, combined with due economy of words In all sub- 
jects of the examination. 

SCHEDULE 

Syllabus of the Examination. 

(1) Essay and Precis Writing : 

(a) Essay — An essay to be written on one of the seve- 

ral specified subjects, 

(b) Precis Writing — Passages will usually be set for 

summary or precis. 

2. Noting and Drafting and Office Procedure. — The paper 
on Noting & Drafting and Office Procedure will be designed 
to test the candidate’s knowledge of Office Procedure in the 


Secretariat and Attached Offices and generally their ability to 
write and understand notes and drafts. Candidates are re- 
quired to study the Manual of Office Procedure issued by the 
Railway Board and the Rules of Procedure and conduct of 
business in the Lok Sabha and the Rajya Sabha for this pur- 
pose. 

3. General Knowledge. — The paper on General Knowledge 
will be Intended inter alia to test the candidates’ knowledge 
of Indian Geography as well as the country’s administration 
as also intelligent awareness of current affairs, both national 
and international which an educated person may be expected 
to have. Candidate’s answers arc expected to show their 
intelligent understanding of the questions and not detailed 
knowledge of any text books, reports etc.
